Although the miners are still at 
work under protest, pending the 
result of the government inves- 
tigation into the high cost of liv- 
ing, there is no guarantee that 
a strike will not be sprung un a 
moment’s notice. . 

It was because -of the possi- 
biltty of throwing the public into 
such a turmoil which must nee- 
essarily follow a strike of eval 
miners at this time of year that 
the Review a few weeks ago 
mentioned. the fact that it was 
about time some movement were 
made by our governments, 
whereby the public, the common 
individual like yo and me, 
could have some semblance of 
protection from just such ocewr- 
ances, and not be continually 
subject to the whims of both 
capital and labor. 

We talk of the inconveniences 
and the suffering which inno- 
cent persons are called upon to 
undergo because of war, but in 
this respect war has nothing on 
a coal miners strike at this time 
of year, 

Just as surely as there should 
be some other way of settling 
national questions than by war,

The grain storage plants were built 
in the old days of wood, but, owing 
tothe high fire insurance rates which 
the Insurance companies compelled 
their owners to pay, this class of 
building material was discarded, ex- 
cept for the construction of the small 
mixing elevators whose capacitier are 
generally, below 100,000 bushels and 
are generally situated not on ‘the 
water front, but on some railway sid- 
ing. 

Concrete vs. Steel 

Bteel construction superseded the 
wood, but that also was found to be 
not without its drawbacks, principal- 
ly caused by the great changes in 
temperature between winter and sum- 
mer periods, which had a tendency 
to cause the shearing of rivets while 
contraction was taking place in the 
material after a fall in temperature 
after a hot period.

MAXIMUM OF PRODUCE 


Fowls in Garden ‘Eat Household 
Scraps and Make Money 


An English writer says: The man 
who devotes his land solely to the 
production of vegetables is not get- 
ting from it the maximum quantity of 
produce and profit. 1 am here refer- 
ring to the individual with a kitchen 
garden attached to his habitation, and 
who grows vegetables for household 
use. When we consider the thousands 
of garden plots under cultivation in 
various parts of the country, and the 
tons upon tons of waste vegetable 
matter that goes to the rubbish heaps 
year after year, one cannot but regard 
the amateur gardening fraternity 
from a critical standpoint.
